SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Cochin hereby makes the following regulations to amend the Cochin Port Employees (Recruitment, 
Seniority & Promotion) Regulations, 1964 namely : 

The Cochin Port Trust Employees (Recruitment, Seniority and Promotion) Amendment Regulations, 1996 

I. (1) These Regulations may be called the Cochin Port Trust Employees (RS & P) Amendment Regulations, 1996. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from the date of publication in the Gazette of India. 

II. In the Cochin Port Employees (RS & P) Regulations 1964 under Regulation 15 Note below Class III posts and Class 
IV posts shall be substituted as follows 

NOTE 

(1) Notwithstanding anything contained above, the Chairman shall nominate to the committee a SC/ST/OBC 
Officer at the appropriate level from within or outside the port if the Committee already does not include a 
SC/ST/OBC Officer. 

(2) In case of selection for 10 or more vacancies the Committee shall have one member belonging to SC/ST/OBC 
and one member belonging to Minority community. Further, one of the members of the Selection Committee 
whether from the general category or from the minority community or from SC/ST/OBC should be a lady failing 
which a lady member should be co-opted on the Committee. If the selection is f6r less than ten vacancies, efforts 
should be made to find such officers for inclusion in such committees.
